M inister C ham berlain in an historic 
attem p t to block G erm an y ’s expan­ 
sion on the co n tin en t announced in 


the house of com m ons today th a t 
B ritain and F rance would back with 
arm s th e independence of Poland 
while pursuing m eans of stabilizing 
th e E uropean situation. 
W ithout 
m entioning

th e prim e m inister stated B rita in ’s 
position thus: 
“In the event of any action 
which clearly threatened Polish 
independence 
and

T he passage of th e ordi­ 
nance would bring reductions only to

risks and w’ould n o t affect rates on 
schools, churches, dw ellings or fu rn i­ 
ture, insurance m en have stated. 
A proposal th a t Is expected to be 
renewed M onday evening is th a t th e 
present ordinance be revised Instead 
of adopting th e new m easure. 
One im p o rtan t provision of the 
proposed m easure is th a t it abolishes 
the present fire zone which extends 
1,000 feet from ce n te r square and 
m akes th e borough boundaries th e 
lim its of th e fire zone. 
Provision Is m ade for the appoint­ 
m ent of a building inspector who 
would bf* paid on a fee basis sim ilar 
to th a t provided in th e ordinance 
now’ in force. 
I t would be th a t 
official’s du ty to enforce th e pro­ 
visions of th e ordinance. 
Fram e Dwellings Perm issible 
The ordinance to be acted upon 
M onday provides th a t no wall or 
building or any p a rt thereof m ay be 
built, enlarged or altered until a 
plan of th e proposed work, together 
with a sta te m e n t of th e m aterials to 
be used shall have been subm itted in 
duplicate to th e building inspector 
who shall issue a p erm it for th e work 
if he finds th e plans in accordance 
w ith th e provisions of th e ordi­ 
nance. 
Work done w ithout a perm it or 
not in conform ity auth th e ordi­ 
nance would be rem oved. 
T he in ­ 
spector also would have to issue a 
perm it before any building could be 
moved in o r in to th e borough. 
T he proposed m easure is more 
liberal in th a t fram e dwellings m ay

WEIGHT SLIPS OF 
COAL CARGOES 


George "WT Naugle. county sealer 
of weights and m easures, said today 
he is conducting an intensive check 
on coal deliveries and weight slips 
following th e receipt of a num ber of 
com plaints 
of 
illegal 
slips, 
short 
w eight deliveries and other irregu­ 
larities. 
T he solid fuel law* requires th a t 
the weight slip carried with each 
load state th e kind of coal being 
hauled, the nam e of the seller, th e 
purchaser, th e price to be paid, th e 
license num ber of the vehicle carry - 
I ing th e coal an d the license num ber 
and signature of the weigh m aster, 
I If a load is to be divided between 
two or m ore custom ers, the weight of 
each co m p artm en t’s cargo m ust be 
stated, he explained. 
He said th a t buyers should be sure 
they receive a proper weight slip 
w ith their purchases and added th a t 
if any buyer of coal or other goods 
has reason to think he has received 
sh o rt w eight or m easure, th a t per­ 
son should notify Naugle prom ptly 
and investigation will be made. 
T he county official stated he hopes 
th e necessity of fining local truckers 


local truckers cannot “get away w ith 
th e things for which an upstate 
driver would be prosecuted.’’

29,000 WORKERS 
OVER WEEK-END

State W.P.A. headquarters drafted 
discharge papers today for 29,000 
workers — representing 
approxi­ 
mately 90,000 dependents. 
The 
dismissals, 
effective 
this 
week-end, were made necessary be­ 
es us of a congressional slash in 
W.P.A, relief funds. 
Deputy Administrator Lee Walker 
'said federal TV .P. A. officials ordered 
the Pennsylvania office to reduce its 
case load from 243,000 employes to 
meet a new April quota of 204,000. 
The prospect of these dismissals 
immediately raised the question of 
the effect they might have on the 
commonwealth’s heavy direct relief 
load, which recently started down­ 
ward. 
Howard L. Russell, secretary of 
Public 
Assistance, 
estimated 
be­ 
tween 50 and 75 per cent of those 
laid off would move onto the relief 
rolls after a three-week waiting 
period. Statisticians estimated they 
would represent about 45,000 de­ 
pendents. 
The number of persons dependent 
on unemployment relief in Pennsyl­ 
vania has declined approximately 
17,CKX), to a present level of approxi­ 
mately 750,000, within the last few 
weeks, as a result of increased pri­ 
vate 
employment 
and 
slackened 
cuts in W.P.A. rolls. 
While W.P.A. and relief took the 
spotlight, there were these other

1—Anthracite operators, meeting 
with Governor James and union
